(5) Every notification issued under sub - section (2) shall be laid , as soon as may 

be after it is issued , before both Houses of Parliament. .

(4 ) hank yarn made wholly from cotton ;

(7) (1) seeds of food-crops and seeds of fruits and vegetables ; 

(it) seeds of cattle fodder ; and
